My Dear Sin Everanp Fa, 
In reply to your letter of July 17, I 
have only to say that the position of 
the Council as regards the retail sale of 
opium in the Settlement was fally 
described in the Chairman's letter to 
the Senior Consul of November 28, 
1910, which is set out on page 270 of 
the Report for that year. 

We feel that as long as China and 
the Powers allow opium to be brought 
into the Settlement its retail sale must 
be supervised under licence. ‘To reduce 
the number of licences issued would 
have no effect upon the amount sold nor 
ujon the amount consumed, the only 
result which I apprebend would be to 
confine the retail trade in the hands of 
fewer favoured dealers. 

The stocks of Foreign opium in 
Hongkong and Shanghai are timed to 
exhaust themselves in rather less than 
two years, the calculation being based 
on the average consumy during 
recent months. If success attends the 
Chinese Government's suppression mea- 
sures during this period the question 
vill settle itself; but you have only to 
turn to the Kiangsa section of the 
Minister's despatch of May 26, 1913, 
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to see how improbable it is that this 
will be the case, Let me quote one 
or two sentences to illustrate what 
T mean :— 

“The recrudescence of cultivation on 
‘a very considerable scale is indicated by 
nearly all the reports received from this 
province.” “Within s radius of 60 
miles from Shanghai, two districts were 
found to be full of poppy.” “In the 
unfrequented districts. round Nenking 
many miles of poppy fields were to be: 
seen, and in one prefecture the area’ 
under cultivation was estimated at 30 
square miles.” 

‘With these reliable statements before 
us, and with the evidence of our own 
eyes that the poppy is being grown 
without check on the very borders of 
the Settlement, we are justly sceptical as 
to any immediate prospect of abolition. 

Critics of the Council's action should 
grasp the fact that tho blame for the 
failure of the abolition movement rests 
with the utterly untrustworthy local 
Chinese officials, and with the Chinese 
Central Government for its failure to 
enforce its own conventions and decrees.

itself. The Council's letter to the 
Senior Consul of November 28, 1910, 
stated clearly the Council’s desire to 
‘co-operate in s policy of sup, ression, 
following a scheme of gradual limitation 
‘and annoal reduction of licences ; ana 
intimated that the Council was prepared 
to apply to opium shops the same pro- 
cedure as was applied to diva 

‘These protestations and intentions of 
“gradual limitation" and “annual red- 
‘uction” have scarcely been justified by 
the Council's action; the monthly 
average of opium-selling licences granted 
by the Council within the Settlement 
was: in 1910, 317; in 1911, 329; in 
1012, 374 ; and in 1913, 465, 

I do not think that the Chinese 
Government's measures of suppression, 
‘or the question of their effectiveness, on 
which there may be room fur difference 
of opinion, need affect the question of 
what action is most fitting to be taken 
by the Council within the Settlement 
limi 














I would out that two of the 
quotations given by Mr. Pearce from 
my despatch of May 26, 1913, are, as 
that despatch distinctly states, from a 
“report. compiled by the representatives 
of « Shanghai opium frm.” 





Farthermore, in his comments on the’ 
present condition of opium poppy 
cultivation in Kiangsu, Mr. Pearce 
apparently loses sight of the speedy 
effect of Chinese suppression when 
brought to bear on a particular province, 
as illustrated in the cases of the recently 
closed provinces of Fukien and 
Chekiang. 

I shall be obliged if you will briny 
these further considera‘ions to the’ 
notice of Mr. Pearce, and impress upon 
him, spart from any arguments as to 
the ;ractical effect of a reduction of the 
number of licences on the amount of 
sales, the expediency of giving effect to 
the Council's undertskings, and the 
wishes of His Majesty's Government in 
the matter.

My Dear Str Everar Fras 
With reference to your note of August 
27, to the Mini 's despatch of 
August 17, and to the various eon- 
versations which we have had on the 
subject of the Opium Shop Licences, I 
must state at the outset that the 
Council is unable to admit any failure 
to carry out consistently the j rogramme 
which was foretold in the Chairman's 
letter to the Senior Consul of November 
28, 1910. 

The Council was then, and is now, 
‘of opinion that the licences for the 
retail sale of the drug should be issued 
only so long as the wholesale importa 
tion was permitted by the Governments 
concerned. The Council bas watched 
the successive phases of the opium 
question, which have culminated in the 
cessation of imports with permission for 
existing stocks in China to be consumed. 
These stocks at present amount to 9,300 
chests, and it is anticipated that they 
will last for about 24 years. It will 
therefore be proposed atthe next 
Annual Meeting of Ratepayers hat the 
licences be treated in the same way as 
those for divans in 1908, viz., cessation 
of issue of new licences, closing of 
existing shops by periodical drawings 
by lot for each district, and eventually 
complete discontinuance of licences 
concurrently with the dieappearance of 
the stocks, 

In considering this matter as one 
upon which the British Government is 
expressing strong opinions I cannot 
refrain from pointing out that the 
revenue from the Opium Farm obtained 
by the Government of Hongkong 
during 1913 was $1,183,200, compared 
with wuich the revenue from the 
Shanghai licences is fractional. 

The opium question is, as you are 
aware, being agitated locally in » 
pamphlet by the Rey. Arnold Foster, 
with whom, however, the Council is 
not prepared to enter into a discussion 
uotil next March when the Ratepayers’ 
Meeting will be held. The Council is 
unable to take any sction without the 
approval of the Ratepayers, but I hare 
little doubt that its proposals will 
receive public assent. To convene a 
Special Meeting at present would be 
impracticable, for the subject is not of 
sufficient importance to justify the 
anticipation that the necessary quorum of 
one-third of the electors would assemble.
